This sub-dcpurtincnt of Uncle Sain 
will be under the direction of Postmas- 
ter Dutro and will be given his personal 
attention. The suggestion lias met 
with approval of tlie committee, which 
appreciates thoroughly tlie interest 
taken in the success of tlie big Reunion 
by the postmaster. 

Confederate llall ffself is in rapid 
progress of erection.

New York, April 22.— A dispatch to 
the Win Id from Paris says: 

Mount Vesuvius is again in a state 
of active eruption, and inuny people, 
scientists, students and the curious, 
including American tourists, are leav- 
ing Paris by every train for Naples.

1 ’tiller this patent law the office 
fees were paid to the state depart- 
ment clerk- who made out the pat- 
ent. 111. fees amounted to $7.70. and 
ten cents for every 100 words for fil- 
ing* the specification. The ehiel clerk 
of the state department issued the 
patent mid received the fees a- a part 
of his salary, t inier this law. which 
was rep* tiled In 170.1. there was no 
patent office, and not even a division 
of patents. A new law was passed 
la 17'.':;, and several amendments 
made thereafter. The is.-ulttg of pat- 
ents, however, still remained in the 
state department. 

In I'lio the department of state re- 
moved to Washington and took up 
its quarters at Pennsylvania avenue 
mid Twenty-first street; and in May, 
ls02. President .IctTerson appointed 
William Thornton as a clerk at $l,40t) 
per year to have charge of the is- 
suing of patents.
